Now', how* eau women expect to go 
out into the great world and compete 
with her brother until she can make 
her own clothes as well as her brother 
makes his? Don’t tell us you can, be­ 
cause we know* better. 
You can’t. 
See here. 
Three years ago —it may 
have been four, but it was certainly 
three—we went into a merchant-tailor­ 
ing establishment in Burlington to order 
a suit of clothes. We selected the cloth, 
the cutter measured us, the proprietor 
said, "W e will send the suit to the 
house when it is finished.” That was 
all. 
W e never Intl tiered about it, didn’t 
go to see how the suit was coming 
along, it came home, was put on, it lit, 
as a matter of course, just as we ex- 
pected it would, and there w as nothing 
tacking about it. 
Since that time we 
have never troubled the cutter fora 
new measure. 
Ile does not w'ant it. 
When w'e wrant a new suit we merely 
select the clot Ii aud go out, and in due 
time the suit follows us home. 
If we 
•re a thousand miles from home we 
have just to w'rite and the suit is made, 
sent bv express and fits just as well as 
though we run in to fuss over it six 
times a minute. 
Now', on the other hand, our wife 
wants a dress. 
After two or three or 
half a dozen stores have been ransacked 
for the goods, the dressmaker is sought 
out. 
The matter of measurement is 
tedious, and then the matter of fitting 
is one of numerous and repeated trials. 
Finally the dress is finished aud sent 
home. Then it is sent back to be taken 
in here and let out there, an I at last, 
after the customer has been fitted more 
times for that one dress than her hus­ 
band has been measured in three or 
four years, the dress comes home for 
the last time, arni is pronounced bv the 
w'earer, her friends and the dress­ 
maker as beautiful and a perfect fit, and 
it is finished. 
Beautiful it certainly is, far mort 
beautiful than anything her bus bani 
ever wears. Colors and material, style, 
blending shales and contrasting bits of 
color, are all in the perfection of good 
taste. 
No man can improve upon that. 
But it isn’t finished. 
When it is com­ 
pleted as far as the skill of the dress­ 
maker can finish it, aud it is to be put 
on, it has to be pinned somewhere; 
sometimes in two or three, often in half 
a dozen places. 
It always requires a 
un. 
Leave out the pin and the dress 
all awry somewhere. 
On all this 
broad American continent there is not 
one woman who can dress so as to 
make any kind of an appearance in good 
society without pins.

H om es!ic S u rg e ry . 
We have just come into possession 
of the facts of a remarkable circum­ 
stance which occurred in this vicinity 
sometime since. 
A middle-aged lady, 
who resides near Wellers, Pa., a few 
miles from this city, whose name is 
omitted by request of friends, was af­ 
flicted by that terrible disease, scrofula, 
the seat of the disorder being in her 
heail. 
She suffered terrible 
agony 
from the pressure of the diseased cra­ 
nium upon the brain, and her physi­ 
cian decided that the only means of 
relief was the removal of the top of 
her skull, 
lie never attempted the 
operation, however, fearing ane might 
die from its effects. The woman con­ 
tinued to suffer, and her son, who was 
afflicted with the same disease, deter­ 
mined to take the risk and perform the 
operation. 
Ile was considerable of a 
mechanical genius, and he soon con­ 
structed a tine saw for the purpose, 
the material used being wire from an 
old hoopskirt. 
After ne had finished 
the instrument, although he had no 
surgical knowledge, he began 
the 
operation of sawing through the skull 
at a point about two inches below tho 
summit of the cranium. 
After working some time at the 
operation the young man was taken ill 
aud died. 
After his death the lady’s 
daughter, a young laity of nineteen or 
twenty, decided to continue the work, 
and did so, succeeding in removing the 
top of lier mother’s head, relieving the 
terrible pain and probably saving bel 
life. 
She was occupied several days 
in the operation, which was a delicate 
and dangerous one, ordinarily only to 
be performed by the most skillful sur- 
;eon. 
If the improvised instrument 
ad teen driven too deep and pene­ 
trated the delicate covering of the 
brain, instant death would have re­ 
sulted, and that some accident of the 
sort did not occur is one of the most 
astonishing facts about the matter. 
She undertook the operation as a des­ 
perate resort, and the exercise of nerve 
which sustained her was wonderful. 
Once, while working, she fainted, and 
frequently she would throw down the 
saw, declaring she would go no fur­ 
ther. Her mother, whose enormous 
will-power was not less wonderful, al­ 
ways urged her to proceed, saying: 
“ lf I can stand it, you should do the 
same, as it is the only way of saving 
rn}’ life.” No anaesthetic was used, 
and the afflicted woman carefully 
w atched and directed the operation. 
As stated, instantaneous relief fol­ 
lowed the removal of the diseased 
bone, although the disease was not 
eradicated. 
The removed bone was re­ 
placed by a silken cap, carefully fitted. 
The operation was performed over six 
months ago, and the lady was at last 
accounts alive and cheerful, though, of 
course, confined to a limited sphere of 
action. She took a very philosophical 
view' of the affair, and seems grateful 
that relief was afforded, although she 
will remain an invalid for life. 
The 
case is certainly a remarkable one, and 
if the facts were met with in a work of 
fiction, the story w ould probably be re­

N ot long ago a cattle dealer named 
Gruubaunfliving at Zsolna, in Austria, 
disappeared.
